BEAPPEABANOE OF AH OLD FBUMD. 



It is appaivnt that, th.- larilf will be one of tlie main iiwues ol' 
;he Congressioual eampaigii of 1922. The New York Times, one of 
tlie leaden of the Democratic press, says e dhorially in u r. oent issue : 
•'The Democrats ought to resist the making of a new tariff by idl 
laeaus in tboir power. There is no real general demand for a tariff. 
It is no time for tariff making. The Eepublicans really pledged them- 
selves in 1920 not to make one." 

Prom the standpaint of partisan interest the Republicans could 
vish nothing more to tlu'ir advantage than for the Deiiioorats to re- 
sist the making of a new tariff '"by all the means in their power." 
^t is our guess, however, that many Democrats will In found favoring 
jiroteitivf dutits on various eommodities although when a final 
vote is taken on a bill framed iu aceordanee with the Republican 
principles the greater part, of the Democratie vote will hr apaiiist it. 
Individual Democratie Congressmen will go on recard as favoring 
protection on the industries in which their constituents are inter- 
ested, but when it eomes to voting for protection on tlie industrit s of 
the United States as a whole a large majority of the Democrats will 

•'ote in the negative. 

Since the New York Times says the Republicans ptcdsr.-d th.>in- 
selves in 1920 not to make a tariff law, it is worth while to e.samine i 
the platform an dsee exactly what the Republicans pledged them- j 
selves to do. The tariff plank says-. 

"The uncertain and unsettled condition of international bal- 
ances, the abnormal economic and trade situation of the world and 
the impossibility of forecasting accurately even the near future, pre- 
plude the formulation of a definite program to meet conditions a year 
hence. But the Republican party reaffirms its belief in the protective 
principle and pledges itself to a revision of the tariff as soon as condi- 
tions shall make it necessary for the preservation of the home mar- 
ket for American labor, agricultui-e and industrv-." 

The Times says the Republicans pledged themselves not to make 
u tariflP. The platform expressly pledtres the party to a revision of 
tlie tariff as soon as conditions shall moke it necessaty. In every 
i:epartment store and toy shop in the United Slates last December a 
large proportion o fthe toys offered for the Christmas trade bore the 
nnprint of "Germany." German cutlery, optical goods, crockery, 
Furgical instruments, and numeroua other commodities are now com- 
ing into tlie Tnitcd States at prices with %\hi.'h the Amfrican manu- 
facturer can not possibly compete. Conditions have made it neees- 
fjiry for the imposition of protective duties for the pi eser^-ation of 
the home market for Anir l icaii hibor, acrriculture and industry. 

It is true that the faiaie-s are rn.,i a-skiug for a revision of the 
tariff today, but they were asking it a year ago and the first under- 
taking of the special session of Congress was the enactment of an 
emergency agricultural tariff law. Farmers who have already re- 
ceived the protection they demanded will indorse the desire of .Vn:t r- 
ican manufacturers that they" be given the same measure of protec- 
tion that was accorded to agricultural interests. There is general 
(ieraand for protection on all commodities not already protected un- 
der legislation passed by the Republican Congress.

A OLO&IOUS ACHIEVEMENT. 



The Conference on Limitation of Armament is coming to a close 
vith a record of glorious achievement. It is disappointing, of course, 
to millennial dreamers, who let their hopes run riot. It does not gi\ 
a guaranty <<f cxcrlasting peace nor does it attemjii such folly. Jt 
do.S8 not provide for the laying down of all arms and tin destruction I 
of all enginery of war by land and sea. Tt does not profess to estab- '^^ 
ht-'li eelestion relations among terrestrial peoples. 

Hut it has taken the ioneest practical strides toward promotion 
oi conditions essential to peace in the Pacific and Eastern Asia ever 
taken at any given time in human history. It has provided for cessa- 
tion of competition in armament building. It has set at rest suspi- 
cions irritating enough to l)riug u belligerent feeling if not belligerent 
' conduct. All of this has been done under the agenda added to the 
prime work of the conference as at first luiderstood, bnt( (as The 
Times pointed out from the beginning, dealing with problems whose 
solution was an absolutely indi8pcn.'able condition to an agremeut 
on limitation of armament. 

It is impossible, of course, to discuss at this time e\pry detail 
c.t li ; series of understandings reached by the patient but determined 
representatives of this and .other nations since Armistice Day. There 
has beeQ no wavering on the part of the American delegation from 
the essential program so carefnflly worked out. The prematun- 
alarmists who shouted themselves hoarse over fears no wfind those 
fears groundless. Our delegates were clear-headed and firm, with 
all thier conciliatory manner. They have not been moved by threatM 
(ir bluffs. Tl)i-y have not been lured into .sacriliees of soiuid pi-iiiei 
].-lcs. They have kept faith with America iu i-very respect, while do 
ing all that could be done to better international relations. 

The work will meet the approval o fthe American people and wf 
' l.aive every reason to believe that not even a handful of rccalcitruuts 
will be found in the Senate to oppose the treeaties in their final form. 
'Such criticism as has been raised was based on obvioiu misconception 
r.f what would accompany the first pact formally/siKned. 'The Wahii 
icgton conference will be olie of the moit notable in history. — Ht.
